Allied Warships on Guard. 

One of the allied warships patrol- 
ling off the capes is said to have fired 
a shot across the bow of an unidenti- 
fied vessel. about ten miles off the 
capes today. Virginia Beach _resi- 
dents, who said they witnessed the 
incident, brovght the story to Norfolk. 
According to them, the vessel, which 
was supposed to be a trader, halted 
upon the firtng of the shot, the allied 
ship moved. over to her and after a 
few minutes’ ‘parley she was permitted 
to proceed. . 

The allied ships are keeping in touch 
with: the situation within the capes 
through British trading vessels.

night. Heavy German artillery vio- 
lently bombarded the sector east of 


Baranovichi. 

“South of the Lipa our _trgops_ are 
still driving the enemy back. They 
have passed Berestechk and have ad- 
vanced further to the west. 

“General Sakharoff on Thursday and 
Friday took prisoner 300 officers, in- 
cluding a general and a colonel and 
12,000 men, making the captures of 
Austro-German troops in the opera- 
tions since July 16 total 26,000. We 
also took a large quantity of guns and 
material, yet unestimated. 

‘In the region of the villages of 
Werben and Pliaschovo on the right 
bank of the Styr south of its conflu- 
ence with the Lipa we surrounded the 
18th Austrian Landwehr regiment, 
which surrendered in its entirety. 

“In the region of Vorokhta on the 
road from Delatvn to Marmamoras 
Sziget, we conquered the heights yes- 
terday, taking prisoners and three ma- 
chine guns. West of Yareme Tschie, 
in the same direction, we captured a 
company of Austrian troops and ma- 
chine guns. 

“Caucasus front: West of Platan on 
the Black sea coast we dislodged the 
Turks from a series of fortified posi- 
tions and advanced several versts in 
the direction of the Fol river. Among 
the prisoners taken here was Zia Bey, 
commandant and organizer of the tribal 
irregulars. We also captured the Turk- 
ish headquarters flag and hand-gren- 
aded depots. 

“In the capture of Gumuskhaneh, in 
the environs which are abandoned sil- 
ver mines, we took a number of prison- 
ers, two guns and camp tents. North- 
east of Kelkid-Chiftlik we took the 


offensive and captured seven officers 
and 120 men.

Fieree Fighting on Riga Front. 


Fierce engagements have taken place 
south of Riga and Russian troops have 
penetrated the German first line at 
several points, says the official state- 
ment issued by the war office tonight. 

In the Caucasus the forces of Grand 
Duke Nicholas have oceupied Ardasa, 
about thirteen miles. northwest of 
Gumuskhaneh, on the Chit -river. 

The statement follows:

DRIVE ABANDONED, 
GERMANS ASSERT. 


PRerlin, July 22.—(Via London.)—The 
German army headquarters staff in the 
Official statement issued today claim 
the great uniform Anglo-French 
attack on the Somme sector in France 
has been abandoned. 

The text of the German official state- 
ment follows: .

“Several of the enemy's air attacks 
caused only small military damage, but 
losses among civilians. At Laon three 
children were killed and one woman 
severely wounded. 

“The enemy lost yseven aeroplanes, 
four of them southjof Bapaume, one 
east of Arras, one ' west of Combles 
and one near Roye. Lteutenant Wint- 
gens disabled his tenth and Lieutenant 
Hoehndorff his eleventh aeroplane. The 
emperor bestowed the Pour le Merite 
on First Lieutemant von Alghaus, who 
conquered a French biplane near Roye. 


ARTILLERY DUEL 


ON BRITISH! FRONT. 

London, July 22;—A spirited artillery 
duel along the British front in north- 
ern France during’ which British front 
line and supportimg trenches were 
bombarded with gas shells and pro- 
jectiles containing wye-irritants, is re- 
recorded in today’s'war office report.

Paris, July 22.—A strong’German at- 
tack northwest of St. Die, in the Vosges, 
was repulsed last night by the French, 
the war office report of today says. 
On the Verdun front the,Germans bom- 
barded violently French ositions in 
the sectors of Fleury and umih wood 
In the region of Moulin-Sous-Toutvent, 
a strong German reconnaissance was 
dispersed. 

e statement follows: 

“Retween the Oise and the Aisne we 
dispersed a strong reconmoitering party 
of the enemy in the region of Moulin- 
Sois-Touevent. In the Argonne we ex- 
ploded a mine with good results at Bo- 
lente. A surprise attack of the enemy 
against a small position at: Fille-Morte 
was repulsed. 

“On the right of the Norse 

(Verdun front) was'a violent 
bombardment of tine of Fleury 
and Fumin wood. by the 
enemy on a trench south of Damloup 
was beaten back by aur fire. 
“In the Vosges, after a apirited bom- 
bardment, the Germans delivered an at- 
tack at 11 o'clock last night against 
our positions northwest of St. Die. It 
was repulsed with heavy losses. 

“One of our aeropla™: squadrons yes- 
terday bomsbarded three times the rail- 
way station at Metz Savtons, throwing 
115 bombs of great size on the railway 
buildings and tracks. The bombardment 
must have caused great damage. In 
the course of ome of these expeditions 
the German aviator who was pursuing 
our squadron was brought down. One 
of our machines was compelled to land 
after an accident and has not returned, 
This morning a Gérman aviatar drop- 
ped bombs on Belfort, causing neither 
casualties nor damage.”

Funeral of Yrs. Spannell,

the entire population of Alpine attended 
funeral services here today for Mrs. 
Crystal Holland Spannell, who, with 
Lieutenant Colonel Butler, was killed 
by her husband last Thursday night. 
Friends of Spannell said today that he 
has been overwhelmed with remorse 
and on several occasions begged his 
guards to kill him. 

As she boarded a train last night for 
Washington, where she is taking her 
husband's body for burial, Mrs. Butler 
said to friends on the station plat- 
form: 

“Neither my husband nor Mrs. Span- 
nell was in the least to blame.” 

Spanneli Near Collapse.

“The statutory list has been com- 
piled from one point of view only, 
namely, to prohibit British citizens 
from supporting firms which are 
strengthening ouf enemies. The test 
applied before putting a firm domi- 
ciled in America on the statutory list 
is this: Is that firm by its business 
operations strengthening our enemies?” 
If so, then British finms may not sup- 
port it. 

Chief Lesson of War. 


“It is one of the principal lessons of 
the world war that the strength of a 
belligerent does not consist only in the 
resources and supplies available in its 


which he can draw from neutral coun- 
tries. As a result of the semi-military 
organization which the German g0Vv- 
ernment has imposed on its commerce, 
every German firm throughout the 
| world is an outpost, seeking to do its 
utmost to assist Germany in her ef- 
fort to dominate Europe, and the fact 
that they are established in neutral 
countries in many cases makes them 
more formidable and their activities 
less easy to combat than would other- 
wise be the case. 

“Can it then be said fairly that when 
the British government is fully aware 
of these activities it should do nothing 
to frustrate them? Can it be claimed 
fairly that instead of endeavoring to 
frustrate them, they should be actually 
assisted by British firms,’ British ca- 
bles, British banks and British ship- 
ping lines”

neutral countries has attained very 
considerable proportions, and to cut 
off this trade by means of the statu- 
tory blacklist meant a certain amount 
of inevitable loss. But the government 
considered that the loss to British 
trade would be mvch less than the 
loss caused to the enemy, and besides 
that, the sacrifice involved is neces- 
sary in the interests of the allies. It 
may be pointed out that long before 
the British statutory blacklist was put 
in operation the French government 
prohibited its nationals from doing 
any business with any enemy subject. 
It can hardly be contended that the 
statutory blacklist is more onerous 
to trade than the French system, which 
long since was recognized by interna- 
tional law. 
“Moreover, from strictly legal points 
view, th® blacklist system is a 
of purely domestic legislation, 
simply prohibits British sub- 
jects from dealing with certain per- 
sons. The right of any government 
to impose such prohibition on its own 
nationals is hardly open to dispute.

Experience has 
shown that uncertainty on the part 
of both British and neutral traders as 
to who is and who is not on the black- 
list would be far more injurious to 
commerce than the publication of the 
blacklist, which enables everyone to 
know exactly where he is. It is for 
this reason that steps are being taken 
to give the list as much publicity as 
possible.

Individual firms ¢an 
keep themselves posted with up-to- 
date knowledge by obtaining a list 
regularly from booksellers.

Governor's Proclamation.

“To the people of North Carolina: A 
great disaster has befallen a lgrge re- 
gion of our state; hundreds of people 
are homeless and helpless. At this time 
Il cannot describe the extent of the 
damage done by the unprecedented 
floods of July 15 and 16, nor can I 
undertake to portray the present and 
prospective suffering. By reason of the 
fact that Asheville has been cut off 
from communication with the outside 
world I could not be as promptly and 
adequately informed of conditions as 
others. But I am now prepared to 
say that in the mountain sections, 
along our - western streams, large 
and small, running eastward from 
Wilkes on the north to Rutherford on 
the south the floods have swept away 
not only the homes and the growing 
crops, but even the lands themselves 
of hundreds, if not thousands, of our 
fellow men and women. They are in 
distress and many of them utterly des- 
titute and helpless. Their all has been 
swept away ina night.

INFANTILE PARALYSIS 
GROWS MORE DEADLY 


Deaths in New York City In- 
crease——“‘Quacks”’ Thriv- 


ing on the Epidemic. 


— eee - 


New York, July 22.—There were more 
deaths in the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis during the last 24 hours than 
at any time since the inception of the 
disease four weeks ago. Since 10 a. m, 
yesterday the plague killed 39 children 
in the five boroughs of New York 
city. There were 135 new cases. 

The plague took a big stride in Man- 
hattan where there were ten deaths, 
the largest number yet reported. The 
disease gained in the Bronx, where 
there were five deaths. A marked in- 
crense was shown in Brooklyn, the 
seat of the disease, and cases and 
deaths in the other two boroughs in- 
dicated that the epidémic, aided by a 
wave of high humidity, was becoming 
more widespread. 

Cases to date tolal and deaths 
vo. 

Federal and city health officials wno 
are co-operating in an effort to stamp 
out the epidemic of infantile paralysis 
here, tonight criticised the rigid quar- 
antine being enforced in other states 
against persons traveling out of New 
York. 

Dr. <& H. Lavinder, senior surgeon 
of the United States public health serv- 
ice, declared that too strict a quaran- 
tine inevitably defeats its purpose. Per-

Issues Report of the Damage 
Resulting From Recent Rains 


J. D. Price, commissioner of a@gricul- 


ture for Georgia, has, issued a report 
showing that heavy damage was done 
in various ‘séctions of the state by the 
recent, excessive rains. Not only the 
rains “and--floods. have damaged the 
cotton, put the ‘boll ,weevil, which 
thrives in’ wet weather,'has become-a 
cause -of increased worry. Mr. Price's

Bottom Land Suffers. 


Information from ndrth Georgia, partic- 
ulariy from around Rome, is that almost 
all bottom land corn has been washed away, 
and the farmers are earnestly seeking in- 
formation as to what is best to plant for a 
non crop on the most valuable lands they 
lave. 

Buford and surrounding territory report 
that corn on the Chattahoochee river and all 
creek bottoms has been completely cov- 
ered by water. Previous to the floods this 
corn was good, the letter states, but further 
says there has not been ‘‘such a clean sweep 
in many years, not since the United States 
government issued rations in this section 
some 25 years ago.’ In that section it is 
stated 90 per cent of the bottom land corn 
is gone, and many farmers will be forced to 
buy corn for bread. Buford also reports 
cotton very spotted. Early planting secured 
a good stand and looked well, but where 
pianted late the cotton is spotted on account 
of the dronght, both In plant and size from 
6 inches up to blooming. The writer states 
it is a bad year on gray lands and that all 
crops are grassy. It has rained so iong 
that the grass has spread from the middles 
to the row, and it going to be difficult to 
eradicate it. 

Such is the information coming to the de-

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partment from nearly all sections of Geor- 
gia. It is true the damage varies, but 
where before the rains the crops all over 
the state were promising, there has now been 
such injury that the department is impeliea 
tO atate that there is at least 36 per cent 
damage to cotton and from 16 to 20 per cent 
damage to corn, because so much of the corn 
crop is a total loss, 


less Not Confined to Georgia. 

The féderal government should issue an- 
other crop statement as soon as possible. 
The recent rains have not been confined to 
Georgia, but covered the entire cotton belt 
east of the Mississippi, and up through 
North Carolina, which, in our opinion, means 
a good price for cotton this fall. There is 
always some ‘sweet with the bitter.”’

will not go over 1,600,000 bales, and, if 
anything. will be less. 

Georgia still has many an acre of fine 
corn, notwithstanding the heavy loss to 
this crop in the bottom lands.

PRINT PAPER PRICES. 
TOBE INVESTIGATED 


Newspaper Publishers Invited 
to Appear Before U. S. 
Trade Commission. 


Washington, July. 22.—Newspaper 
publishers throughout the country were 
invited today by the federal trade com- 
mission to be represented at a hearing 
here August 1 at 10 a. m. on whether 
there has been an undue Increase in 
the price of news print paper. The 
commission. will conduct an @éxhaustive 
investigation, of which the public hear- 
ing will be the first step. 

The investigation was ordered by a 
resolution of the senate. 

The commission has sent word to 
2,000 daily newspapers and 4,000 weekly 
papers asking those who cannot appear 
to submit any information they may 
have in writing. The commission wants 
specific information of prices, quanti- 
ties and any other facts bearing on the 
increase, 

ield agents of the commission are 
examining the accounts of paper manu- 
facturers in the United States and Can- 
ada to determine the cost of produc- 
tion, profit, terms of sale an other 
questions. Other investigators are 
seeking information from jobbers on 
cost of distribution. The extent of the 
increase, if any, in the foreign demand 
for news print paper and whether war 
conditions have affected tmports of wood 
pulp and paper also are to be studied. 

The commission is using all em- 
ployees it has avatlable to expedite the 
investigation, and expects to report to 
the senate by October 1. The commis- 
sion asks that any newspapers not re- 
ceiving a copy of the schedules it is 
sending out apply for them or forward 
any information to the secretary.

FOR UNIFORM SIGNALS 
AT GRADE CROSSINGS 


July. 22.—Public service 
throughout the various 
states and the principal railroad lines 
of the country have agreed on a uni- 
form system of grade crossing signals 
which are designed to prevent needless 
loss of life, it was announced here to- 
night by a joint committee of the pub- 
lic aervice commissions and of the rail- 
roads which has been studying the 
subject.

In a joint resolution introduced in 
the house by Messrs. Dorris of Crisp 
and Clements of Irwin, during the lat- 
ter part of last week, is the nucleus of 
a plan which would provide for the 
payment of Georgia’s pensions to the 
Confederate veterans of this atate for 
perhaps as long a period as a pension 
fund will be needed, and this without 
further appropriation on the part of 


the state. 
This resolution would 


congress for the payment to the state 
of Georgia by the federal government 


of a sum amounting to approximately 
$12,000,000, which was illegally col- 
lected from this state as a tax upon 
cotton during the cival war. Although 
the United States supreme court de- 
clared in 1871 that this tax had been 
imposed and collected lilegally, no 
strenuous and concerted effort has so 
far been made to collect the amount 
due this state, 

While the tax thus collected was 
placed upon cotton grown in the state 
between the years 1862 and 1868, inas- 
much as it was a direct outgrowth of 
the clvil war and an additional suffer- 
ing imposed upon the people of Geor- 
gia who lived through that trying pe- 
piod it is the conception of the authors 
of the resolution that this sum I!f col- 
lected, should be devoted to the vet- 
erans surviving that perfod. 


Only Ask Principal. 


The resolution does not contemplate 
the collection of the interest due upon 
this sum owed Georgians, but only the 
principal. This sum would be suffi- 
cient to pay the pension bill of the 
state for something more than twelve 
years, after which period it ts likely 
that the pensions appropriation will be 
a comparatively insignificant item. 

The resolution has already been 
adopted by the house, and reads 
follows: 

“Joint resolution memortalizine con- 
gress to return the money collected 
from the southern states from 186? to 
1868, known as “the illegal cotton tax 
fund,” now in the United States treas- 
ury, and for other purposes. 

“Whereas, the government of the 
United States collected illegwally the 
sum of $68,072,389.99 between the years 
1862 and 1868 by internal revenue tax 
upon all cotton grown and sold in the 
southern states: and 

“Whereas, the people of Georgia con- 
tributed to this “illegal cotton tax 
fund” the sum of $11,879,094.98: ana 

“Whereas, the supreme court of the 
United States in 1871 declared this tax 
illegal, thereby leaving the above 
amounts in the United States treasury 
unappropriated: and 

“Whereas, it is the wish and destre 
of the people of Georgia that. the 
United States government return to 
this state their pro rata part of this 
fund as illegally collected, in order 
that it may be applied to the pension 
fund of the state in payment of pen- 
sions to all confederate soldiers and 
their widows and for other purposes: 
therefore be It, 

Memortalize Congrens. 

“Resolved by the house of represen- 
tatives, the senate concurring, That the 
congress of the United States in ses- 
sion be memorialized to take proper 
steps to have the government pay out 
of the United States treasury such 
sums of money as may be necessary to 
reimburse each state and territory the 
amount found to have been collected 
and due from the collection of this ille- 
gal cotton tax. Be it further 

“Resolved, That the secretary of 
state be, and he is hgreby, directed to 
transmit a certified copy of this reso- 
lution, under the great seal of the 
state, to the representatives and sena- 
tors of Georgia, with the request that 
this memorial be laid before congress 
for its consideration.” 

It is shown by Mr. Dorris’ figures 
that the total amount claimed for Geor- 
gia will cover the Georgia state pen- 
sion fund for about twelve years, after 
which time there will be practically no 
pension fund required.

DETECTIVES SEARCH 
FOR AUTO BANDITS 


Police Believe Men Who 
Robbed Cashier for Armour 
Fertilizer Works of $1,000 
Are Professionals. 


City and county detectives are busily 
hunt for the masked 


bandits who held up and_ robbed 
George Rk. Black, cashier for Armour 
Fertilizer works, of $1,000 in cash Sat- 
urday afternoon. The robbery occur- 
red shortly after noon Saturday while 
Mr. Black was on his way to the fertil- 
izer plant of the company to pay off 
the hands. He was in a machine going 
alone the Boulevard road near the 
tock Springs road, just west of the 
Piedmont road, 

Harry Young the driver of the ma- 
chine, who was hired by Mr. Black to 
make the trip, was closely cross-ex- 
amined Saturday by the detectives in 
an effort to discover some clue to the 
robbers. 

In describing the robbery Mr. Black 
said that the car in which he was 
traveling was making very good time 
when it had to slow up for a bad 
place in the road. Just at this point 
dense bushes grew on elther side of 
the way. 

Masked Man Appears. 

It was while the car was stopped | 
that a masked man jumped from the 
bushes and held a pistol at Mr. Black 
and Young... He whistled, after com- 
manding thém to throw up their hands, 
and two other masked men came from 
the roadside. While thev were held 
at the point of the pistol Mr. Black 
and Young were securely bound with 
a rope produced by one of the party. 

While one of the bandits obtained 
the satchel from the car containing 
the payroll another took a pair of 
shears and cut the electric wires to the 
motor. 

Having the money and leaving the 
car disabled with the two men se- 
curely tied, the three highwaymeén hur- 
ried to their own car, hidden in the 
bushes on the side of the road, and, 
climbing in, made for the city. 

It took Mr. Black and Young some 
ten minutes to untie their bonds. They 
then hurried to the fertilizer plant 
about a mile distant, and phoned for 
the police. 

The police believe the bandits were 
professional, as their work had all the 
marks of long experience. Their maska 
were close-fitting, made of black and 
seemed securely fastened on their 
faces, according to the report of the 
two men who were robbed. 


Robbery Carefully Planned. 


It was also evident, according to 
the police, that ¢he bandits knew when 
to expect Mr. Black with the money 
and that the robbery was carefully 
Planned and remeditated. 

Mr. Black has been paymaster for 
the company for seven years. He does 
not own a machine nor does the com- 
pany furnish him with one, but each 
Safturday he has ibeen the habit of 
hiring a car to make trip to the 
plant, 

In the last five months about a half 
dozen men had driven him to the plant. 
Mr. Black says he noticed that the 
leader of the three had blue eyes, vis- 
ible through his mask. In the satchel 
was about $140 in silver, $25 in small 
change and the rest in bills of five 
dollars each. : 

Mr. Black has been with the company 
for several years, and is a trusted 
employee. J. W. Hardin, credit 
for the company, said that money for 
the payroll would be rushed to the 
plart so the employees would not be 
inconvenienced.

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NITRATE PLANT URGED 
FOR SAVANNAH RIVER 


Active Campaign for Plant 
Begun by Congressman 
Vinson.

Washington, July 29 (Special. )— 
Representative Carl Vinson, of the 
tenth district. has begun an active 
campaign with the war department to 
secure the location on the Savannah 
river of the air nitrate plant for which 
congress appropriated $20,000,000. 

“Despite the claims of opponents 
of a zovernment air nitrate plant that 
the by-product coke oven process of 
producing ammonia will provide the 
government nitric acid requirements 
there is absolutely no doubt that the 
most sensible and practicable plan is 
in the development of water power 
and no better power for the purpose 
or one more ideally located could be 
found than in the Savannah river,” 
said Representative Vinson. 

“] favor the establishment of a plant 
which can be used for making cyana- 
mid for fertilizer when not needed 
the production of nitric acid 
plosives. ‘The largest consumers 
fertilizers are in the south within 
easy reach of a plant located on the 
Savannah river.” 

Representative Vinson {fs also at 
work to procure the organization in 
Augusta of one of the farm land banks 
authorized in the rural credit bill. Such 
a bank would serve Georgia, the Caro- 
linas and Florida, he said. He predicted 
that the local capital needed could 
be readily secured.

Camp Harris, Macon, Ga., guly 22.— 
(Special.)—The business of war is very 
quiet in camp today. There is no 
feverish rushing of supplies for sudden 
movement to the south, neither is there 
any careful requisition for overcoats— 
nothing to indicate early entraining, 
nothing to suggest the preparation of 


winter quarters. 
Men whose initial enthusiasm has 


subsided are learning the lessons which 
are usually set for the instruction oT 


vascillating minds. Dependent families | 
are being discovered, and destitution is 
abroad in the land. Men and boys 
whose interviews with father or moth- 
er usually enged with a two-bit touch 
are now appearing as sturdy supporters 
of a family which would crumble to 
dust and blow away if Uncle Sam 
failed to release them from the service. 

In some cases these men are needed 
at home. They made their mistake at 
the outset. The man who has women 
and children dependent upon the labor 
of his hands must stand aside and let 
the foot-loose win the laurels of march 
and camp and field. In many other in- 
stances, however, this condition does 
not obtain. " 
Appeals Are Futile. 

Captain W. E. Welsh, U. S. A., senior 
assistant mustering officer, finds it 
necessary several times a day to con- 
vey the instruction that requests for 
these “dependent family” discharges 
must originate with the man and with 
the man’s home, and must take their 
course upward through the “military 
channel.” Appeals to the president, 
the secretary of war, the favorite con- 
gressman, all are futile. 

Recruits are coming in slowly. The 
Fifth needs 163 men to fill the places 
of men discharged, and other gaps, 
which should be filled at once. When 
these men are enlisted the Atlanta 
regiment will work hard to increase 
its strength beyond the minimum re- 
quired figure.

FOUR BOYS INDICTED. 
RIVERSIDE FIRE 


Attempt to Burn Down Bar- 
racks Charged to Young 
Studehts. 


Gainesville, Ga., July 22.—(Special.) 
The grand jury of Hall county has in- 
dicted Raymond C. Wills, of Gaires- 
ville, Texas; Frank B. Coker, of Dub- 
lin, Ga.; W. H. Brown, of Atlanta, and 
James Hicks, of Talladega, Ala.. for an 


alleged attempt to burn South barracks 
of Riverside Military academy’ on 
March 10, 1916. Wills and Coker are 
indicted for arson, while Brown and 
Hicks are indicted as accessories before 
the fact, and their bonds range -from 
$2,500 to $5,900. Bonds wére promptly 
made by the defendants. 

These yolng men are from wealthy 
and cultured families, and while every- 
one here deeply deplores the attempt 
to burn Riverside barracks, they cannot 
believe these boys to be criminalg in 
the general acceptation of the term, 
even though they should be guilty of 
the offense charged against them. 

Riverside Military academy has had 
three experiences with fires, whith 
have caused great alarm and appre- 
hension. The first was the burnin 
down of South barracks on. March 12, 
1915. This fire was supposed to have 
been incendiary, but no direct evi- 
dence to that effect was discovered 
at the time. The barracks wags rebuilt. 
Lanier hall, which included the offices, 
the reception rooms, the library, dinin 
room and kitchen on the first floor an 
chapels and class rooms on the second 
floor, was burned down-on the “— 
of February 20, 1916, but incendiarism 
was not associated with this fire, as 
it started, supposedly, in the roof ofr 
the kitchen. 

Following the burning of Lanier 
hall came the attempt to burn South 
barracks on Mareh 10, 1916, almost on 
the anniversary of its former burning 
on March 12, 1915. 

The loss in the first barracks fire 
was $10,000, and in the destruction of 
Lanier hal! $43,000. In the attempt to 
reburn the barracks the lors was nom- 
inal, as this attempt was made itn the 
day time and as soon as the flame was 
seen a rush was made for the building, 
the boys coming out of it detained and 
the fire soon extinguished. A little 
over one-half the loss was covered by 
insurance. From those detained was 
obtained evidence upon which. Wills, 
Coker, Brown and Hicks have been in- 
dicted by the grand jury now in ses- 
sion.

In Recent Depression Huge 
Interests Gave Powerful 
-Support—Aloofness of the 
General Public Continues. 


New York, July 29 —.(Special.)—The 
stock market showed great improve- 
ment during the past week, as a direct 
result of the improvement in the bank 
position.

Important 
banking and financial interests took 
on heavy lines of stocks, and it is con- 
sidered probable that the general pub- 
lic will soon follow, although the long- 
continued aloofness of outside inter- 
ests has’ made it difficult to be cer- 
tain when they will enter the market. 
The bears made one or two attempts 
during the week to renew their drives, 
but without the banks to help put 
prices down, they made little headway, 
and so short covering increased. The 
railroad stocks, which had offered the 
best resistance to the bear attacks a 
week or two ago, were firm or de- 
clined moderately, but they did not 
show the underlying strength 


the improved tone of the market. It 
is thought that the railroads will not 
be the leaders of the market yét, and 
that if there is to be a series of ad- 
vances in prices all along the line, it 
will be because of heavy buying of 
industrials. There are Many people 
who think that the war stocks are 
by no means dead, and that there is 
a strong chance that they will again 
be the market leaders if the rumors 
that mew large orders for munitions 
are to be placed in this country by the 
allies turn out to be true. It was 
at about this time last vear that the 
biggest market since the war began 
Was starting to get headway, with the 
culmination of the movement in the 
late autumn. Some people profess to 
eee the same kind of conditions now, 
with prices comparatively low, and 
with all conditions good. It is not 
BO ceriain, however, that such a wave 
Of speculative markets can now at- 
tract the following that it had last 
fear. Many small investors have had 
arge losses and many others have 
lost their taste for the war issues. 
That was why the railroads were 
spoken of as the probable market lead- 
ers if the trend was decidedly upward. 
They lack the glitter of attractiveness, 
however, even if many of them are 
very cheap as compared with what 
they would be if discounting present 
earnings. The ‘“‘peace stocks’ are near- 
ly all companies which are not suit- 
able to furnish market leaders, and 
Bo another period of high prices and 
excitement over the war stocks seems 
to be about the only way in which an 
active bull market can be created now. 
If the besis for this—new orders— 
does not materialize, it is probable that 
a quiet but steady advance in securi- 
ties will take the place of a wild mar- 
Ket. led by the war stocks. In any 
event, from every possible sign it looks 
as though the trend of securities will 
be upward for some time. Nothing 
that will prevent bull markets seems 
to be in sight now. 


Money Rates Fall Back. 


Call money rates went as low as 21, 

er cent within ten days after they 

ad been at 6 per cent, and the people 
who looked for a long period of high 
money found that there was no real 
reason for stringency and that it was 
due to withdrawals only at this money 
center. This left reserves depleted for 
a short time. It is probable that it 
could have been possible to have kept 
Money rates from rising at any time if 
the banks had wished to. The present 
outiook is for easy money for several 
weeks, though probably at the end of 
the summer when crop-moving is well 
under wav, there will be a shortage of 
funds and higher rates in the eastern 
monev market. The large arrivals of 
gold from Furope may avert this tem- 
porary tightening of funds in the early 
autumn. The banks never had more 
Money available for loans than thev 
have today. as they can alwavs turn 
to the Federal Reserve bank for re- 
discount if reserves of-their own fall 
low. 

The foreign exchange market has 
been without feature. The large ar- 
rivals of gold and securities for Brit- 
ish account has caused a firmer tone 
for sterling exchange. The first flur- 
ries of strength in marks ag a result 
of the arrival of the trans-Atlantic 
submarine did not Jast, and the reac- 
tion in German exchange since has 
taken away most of the recent gains. 
Several large banks which had held 
German bills for some time because df 
the low rates for marks, sold them on 
the advance, which broke the market 
as it was apparently more sentimental 
than real. Its strength had been based 
on the arrival of the German subma- 
rine with its cargo and the expecta- 
tion that Germany had thereby the 
means of building up a large trade bal- 
ance is now evident that many of these 
boats will have to complete the journey 
before there is real reason for strength 
in marks. . 

The total gold arrivals in the I'nited 
States for British account since May 1 
is now beyond $200,000,000, making it 
the greatest movement to this country 
On record. The gold is believed to have 
come from the mines of South Africa. 
Australia and Canada, but as fully as 
much more its expected before the 
movement is finished, it is evident that 
Great Britain has accumulated a vast 
secret horde of gold. Adding this to 
the securities which recently arrived 
and to the $100,900,000 French loan, and 
the total assumes sufficient propor- 
tions to aid the allies’ credit enormous- 
ly in the United States. 


Big French Loan. 


The plan of the French Joan. which 
fs made by a company which in turn 
borrowed in the United States through 
gutting up foreign government bonds 
as collateral, is a new one in interna- 
tional financing. It is thought that it 
will be the only future means of gov- 
ermment borrowing if it proves gsuc- 
cessful in ail essential particulars. It 
is predicted that when the subscrip- 
tion books close the entire issue will 
have been taken. The total loans made 
to foreign governments since the war 
started are now $1,300,000,000, of which 
oo but about $190,000,000 was in direct 
oans floated or sold in this country. 
About $900,900.000 has been loaned to 
the allies, about $225,000,000 to the Ca- 
Madian governments or municipalities 
end only about $175,000,000 to neutrals.

Strike votes 
have been taken on many of the rail- 
roads, and most of the results have in- 
dicated that a strike is favored by the 
men unless there is some settlement or 
arbitration is decided upon. In impor- 
tant banking and financial circles, how- 
ever, an actual strike is thought highly 
improbable. 

The railroads do,.not seem to know 
just what to make out of the proposed 
commission to investigate the transpor- 
tatio® problem as to whether it will 
prove a detriment or aid to them. The 
commission, it is planned, will have full 
power to investigate railroad conditions, 
and it is possible that its report will 
lead to important legislation in the 
future. 

Ocean freight rates show material 
reduction from the highest point since 
the war started, although they are 
still enormously above the basis of 
peace times. It is believed that still 
further reductions in rates will be 
made within the next few months, as 
the allies have released a number of 
ships from transport work which can 
be used for commerce now, and a num- 
ber of new ships are launched each 
month, 

The United States Steel corporation 
quarterly meeting will be held next 
week, and the report for the second 
quarter published.

Check Clearing Function. 


When it is realized that many coun- 
try banks paid their cashier's annual 
out of the profits made on col- 
lections that are now being made by 
lthe federal reserve banks, without 
‘eharge to the public, and that the in- 
terest rates now being charged by the 
powerful banks, especially in Wall 
street. would be very much higher but 
for the rediscounting oowers of the fed- 
eral reserve banks, the number of 
banks that are opposed to the new law, 
according to the careful and thorough 
ieanvass just made by the Guaranty 
Trust company, is surprisingly small. 

The Guaranty Trust company proba- 
bly regrets today that it published its 
circular criticising the new banking 
law. Only a day or two after that cir- 
eular was. given out to the press 
| throughout the country, the Corn Ex- 
‘change Bank of New York, a powerful 
state institution with thirty-six 
‘branches here in the city, after much 
| opposition and nearly two years of 
‘careful investigation, voluntarily join- 
ed the federal reserve system. Thus 
the chances are that within the next 
}vear or two the Guaranty Trust com- 
ipany and a lot of other powerful state 
itrust companies and banks will 
forced to join the federal reserve sys- 
tem because of the free collection serv. 
ice and other advantages offered. Only 
'n few weeks ago, over at the Atlantic 
'citvy convention, a great deal of open 
criticism was heard of the new law. 
Pierre Jav, governor of the New York 
Federal Reserve bank. a man of wide 
experience in the banking world, list- 
ened patiently until the last speech 
had been heard, and then he rose to his 
feet and said: 

“Tf any banker is unable to walt suf- 
ficiently long to give the reserve syvs- 
tem an opportunity to reach maturity 
and have its value tested bv exnperi- 
ence, we can only wish them Godspeed. 
But if he thinks that by leaving the 
syatem he can continue to charre ex- 
change. we believe that he will find 
‘himself mistaken, and that before lone 
competition and pressure will force all 
banks in the country to a par basis.” 

All of which was fust another way of 
‘saving that the criticism now being 
‘heard against the federal reserve sys- 
tem was rot constructive, and was sim- 
‘ply an echo of what was said bv the 
jJaree benking interest in fighting the 
pronosed law. The new federal re- 
serve system is Aa gunrantee. first, 
against panics. and then against Wall 
letreet domination of the money market. 
itt is, therefore, rood for the nublic. 
even if it does cut into the profits of 
the banks. It is insurance againat 
trouble, and the law will therefore atav 
on the statute books. It d4oubtless will 
be changed. but beyond all question the 
new federal system has come to stay.

Specific reports of black rust in 
Manitoba had much to do with lifting 
the wheat market te the highest prices 
of the day and the week. Dispatches 
from Morris, Manitoba, said black rust 
Was appearing there on the upper 
stems of every field examined. Other 
reports mentioned Montana as likewise 
included within the area of damage. 

Dry hot weather sent corn up 
much of the gain was held despite 
heavy profit-taking.

Marthasville was Painter Smith, who 
was a veritable second edition of Old 
Rip Van Winkle. He pretended to 
have an occupation, but he was never 
seen to work. He loafed around the 
village, drinking often to excess, while 
the boys and girls made of him a play- 
thing. He told weird stories and al- 
awe had a large crowd to listen to 
iim. 

One night, while drinking, he wan- 
dered off in a storm, just as old Rip 
did, and was never seen again. But 
unlike old Rip, when he fell asleep he 
did not wake again after the lapse of 
twenty years, but he still sleeps some- 
where in the woods where he was lost 
than seventy years ago.

AND THE OLD IDEALS 


A short while ago a local newspaper 
had occasion to mention the death of 
one of the old-time reporters, and said, 
among other things, that he had lost 
Out because he would not give up the 
old ideals.

In cove 
ering big police stories, such as mur- 
ders and sensational suicides, he did 
not get his news from police officials, 
but went out after the facts for him- 
self, and often “scooped” the police. 
He was always loval to othe reporters. 

It may be that he was a little too 
convivial at times, but that did not 
seriously interfere with his work. Take 
it all in all, the old-time reporter. with 
his old ideals, will compare very favor- 
ably with the new: kind with the new 
ideals.

HOW ATLANTA STARTED 
WAY BACK IN 1842 

I find the following clipping in an 
old scrap book about “Terminus,” which 
was Atlanta's first name: 

“In 1842 the appearance of Terminus 
was considerably changed from that of 
the previous year. There was a clus- 
ter of houses in and about the vicinity 
of what is now Five Points, at the 
intersection of Decatur, Peachtree and 
Marietta streets. Two roads passed

EARLY FINANCIAL TROUBLES 
OF THE CITY OF ATLANTA 


In the days of Marthasville a com- 
mission of five ruled the town. One of 
the first moves of the commissioners 
was to levy a special tax for the im- 
prgvement of the streets. The citizens 
rose in revolt and vowed they would 
not pay a cent of the proposed tax. At 
that time there were Marietta, Decatur, 
Whitehall, Peachtree, Pryor, Loyd and 
Alabama astreets—seven in ajl—and 
they were believed to be quite enough 
for a small town. The population of 
the town at that time was about two 
hundred. 

As a companion story, it may be re- 
lated that on October 23, 1848, just after 
the first council for the city of Atlanta 
was elected, one William Kidd, who 
seems to have been a very patriotic cit- 
izen, agreed to grade at his own ex- 
pense Whitehall street, from Alabama 
to the railroad crossing. That grade 
remained until the Whitehall viaduct 
was built a few years ago. 


WHEN PIONEERS OF ATLANTA 
ORGANIZED A SOCIETY 


On the evening of April 24, 1871, at 
the request of William Rk. Hanleiter, 
several old pioneer citizens of Atlanta 
met in the Kimball house and organ- 
ized the “Atlanta Pioneer and Llistoric 
Society,’’ which is still extant. 

Those present were William Han- 
leiter, William Ezzard, Jonathan N>or- 
cross, J. A. Hayden, H. CC, HolcombDe, 
David Mayer, John H. Flynn, John 
Glenn, Thomas Kyle, M. J. lvey, John 
Silvey, L. E. Bleckley, John Thrasher, 
Dr. W. C. Moore, E. T. Hunnicutt, W. 
M. Bray, D. N. Poorea and Frank P. 
Rioe. : 

The first officers of the society were 
William Ezzard, president; Jonathan 
Norcross, vice president; William Han- 
leiter, secretary. 

It was many yedrs afterwards before 
the eociety met again. All the officers 
elected of recent years have died and 
no elections have yet been held to fill 
the vacancies. 

THE OLDEST GRAVE 
IN OAKLAND CEMETERY 

The first grave made in Oakland 
cemetery contains the body of one of 
Atlanta’s pioneer physicians, Dr. Noel 
D’Alvigny, the father of Dr. Charles 
D’Alvigny, who still lives in Atlanta, 
and who is himself now a pioneer. 

A remarkable story is told in connec- 
tion with the death and burial of Dr. 
Noel D’Alvigny. He was a prominent 
physician in his day and be helieved 
that people were more frequently 
buried alive than was supposed. Be- 
fore his death he made his relatives 
promise that before he was buried a 
physician should sever the jugular vein 
to make eure that he 'was dead. This 
was done.

MILLIONS DEDUCTED 
FROM ARMY MEASURE 


Washington, July 22.—Millions of dol- 
lars in appropriations provided in the 
army bill in anticipation of a Mexican 
campaign were voted out of the méas- 
ure today in the senate on recommen- 
dations of the military committee, to- 
gether with Chairman Chamberlain's 
declaration that there now seemed lit- 
tle likelihood of a conflict and that 
the possibility of the national guard 
crossing the border seemed remote. 

More than $36,000,000 provided for 
foreign service pay, maintenance, trans- 
portation and other expenses for an 
army afield were lopped off the $300,- 
000,000 bill, and it was said that more 
reductions might be made. 

The reductions were not made with- 
Out protest led by Senator Lee, of Mary- 
land, who told the senate that danger of 
a conflict with Mexico was not passed, 
that it was unwise to reduce prepara- 
tion for one, and that it was deplora- 
ble to intimate to Mexico, by the sen- 
ate’s action, that the United States had 
no serious intention of armed action.

DISTILLED WATER 
IS VERY ESSENTIAL 
IN STORAGE BATTERY 


“Put distilled water in your battery,” 
has been drummed into the motoring 
public by all the storage battery mak- 
ers. And yet the neglect of this mat- 
ter is enormous, possibly because the 
motorist doesn't know why distilled 
water must be added if the battery is 
to rg on operating. 

“No battery, however will made, can 
meres satisfactorily unless pure dis- 
tilled water is added at regular in- 
tetvals,”: says J. A. O'Donnell, local 
manager of the Prest-o-Lite company’s 
service station, 221 Peachtree street. 
“The inside of a battery consists of 
several cells in which positive and 
negative plates are immersed in a 
liquid solution called electrolyte. This 
electrolyte consists of the proper pro- 
portions of sulphuric acid and distilled 
water. 

“Passing current through a battery 
to charge it causes heat, which has- 
tens the evaporation of the water 
Then, too, when a battery is nearly 
charged, the water is split up into 
two gases, one of which escapes 
through vents, so that the very aé¢tion 
of charging a battery depletes the 
supply of water. If some of the water 
has evaporated, the acid solution is 
bound to be stranger than it should 
be, and, therefore, damaging to the 
plates. Without the correct amount 
of water in the solution, the battery 
would eventually be ruined. 

“It must always be remembered that 
there is no evaporation or loss of the 
acid in the electrolyte. Consequently, 
no acid should be added unless the 
electrolyte has been spilled and then 
only by an experienced battery man. 
“Mvaporation of the water is more 
rapid in warm weather, hence water 
must be ndded more (frequently in 
summer than in the winter.

14 MARIETTA AT FIVE POINTS 
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Written by Tom Botterill, Hudson Super-Six Distributor at Denver, and published as 
an advertisement in Denver newspapers. We reproduce it here because of its unusual 
interest to all who enjoy motoring. What Mr. Botterill did can be done with equal 
comfort and enjoyment by any owner of the 10,000 Super-Sixes now on the road. 


| have just driven a HUDSON Super- 
Six from Detroit to Denver, 1,530 miles, 
thru rain, mud and sand 


—without putting in a drop of water from the time we started, without lifting the hood except 
to oul, without touching a wrench to any part of the machine except to replace one small wheel 
bearing, without stopping the motor except to give my companion a chance to eat again, with- 
out the engine missing a single shot, without a puncture, without a rattle, and without finding a single car in 
the whole 1,500 miles whose driver didn’t let us pass him sooner or later. 


Our first afternoon we drove from Detroit to Kalamazoo, 151 miles. 
Our second forenoon from Kalamazoo to Chicago, 179 miles. We spent 
most of the third day in Chicago, driving that afternoon to Rochelle, 84 
miles. The next day we drove from Rochelle to Belle Plaine, 199 miles. 
The next day from Belle Plaine to Omaha, 263 miles. The next day from 
Omaha to Lexington, 239 miles. Wednesday from Lexington to Cheyenne, 
310 miles. Thursday morning from Cheyenne to Denver, 112 miles, in 
two hours and fifty minutes. 


I went to Detroit to drive this car back for two reasons. 
First, I wanted the fun of the trip. 


Second, | wanted to find out at first-hand just how this Super-Six will 
behave for an owner when he starts on a long cross-country trip with it. 

Mr. McIntosh of our sales force accompanied me, and we were in no 
hurry and after no records; we drove as we thought the average owner 
would drive.

My honest conclusion at the end of this trip is that the man 
who buys a Hudson Super-Six gets three times as much auto- 
mobile as he pays for. 


I never had so amazing a trip in any car in my life.

We got as high as 16 miles to the gallon of gasoline and the 
average for the trip Was 12.6 miles. 


We were making the trip leisurely, and with little interest in the time 
consumed between any two points, but when we got into Chicago, it 
suddenly came to us that we had passed every car going our way on 
every part of the road: the thought was fatal. We got interested in the 
thing. 1 will confess that when we again took the road we both had 
the same secret sporting curiositv. We wondered how long we could 
keep it up. . 


This Super-Six had been taken from the Hudson factory by the manager 
of our Detroit office only two days before | got there, and it had only 
480 miles limbering up when we started back with it. 


It had had no special attention of any kind and 1 thought it only reason- 
able to expect to have to do more or less adjusting as we came along. We kept it up clear into Denver. 

This Hudson Super-Six, which left the factory less than two 
weeks ago, passed every automobile we came in sight of from 
Detroit to Denver—1,540 miles! 


We were raced time and again on muddy roads and on good roads, 
but every car we tackled was finally dropped behind. 


But we did no adjusting whatever. We never took a wrench from the 
tool kit except once near Belle Plaine, lowa, when we broke a small bear- 
ing in one of the front wheels. 


We left Detroit in a rain and we had mud for hundreds of miles through 
the East. Often we were in to our hubs. Three times we covered pieces 
of road on high we had been told we couldn't get over at all. 

I have an idea that this mud-caked car, just as it stands on our sales- 
room floor, can go out tomorrow and do seventy-five miles an hour with- 
out a whimper.

We had rain, mud and sand to contend with, but we never had to climb 
out of the car, and ag we rolled down from Cheyenne to Denver Thursday 
morning through the Colorado sunshine, we felt like schoolboys finishing 
a vacation—we came back to business with a pep and fresh fitness that 
no man ever felt at the end of 1,500 miles in a Pullman. ;

THE “OTHER UNIT,” 
THE GENERAL FEDERATION. 


In The Saturday ‘Evening Post July 
15 Corra Harris, under the caption “The 
Other Unit,” gives her impression of 
the General Federation of Women's 
Clubs at their.recent meeting in New 
York, and the relation of that organi- 
zation to our civilization. 

Clearly and brilliantly Mrs. Harris 
epitomizes that civilization as it pre- 
sented itself at the moment the “Other 
Unit,” the Federation, was meeting, 
when, in part, she said: 

“A moving picture of American life 
during the month of May, 1916, would 
have shown the United States house of 
representatives and senate in session 
at Washington; a preparedness parade 
of a hundred and forty thousand people 
marching along Fifth avenue; sixty 
thousand workingwomen locked out of 
the cloak and garment factories down- 
\town; the usual murder trial of a de- 
generate going on in the New York 
}courts; Shakespearean pageants in vari- 
ous cities: a monster gathering of 
‘Christian ministers at Saratoga; a peace 
conference at Washington; and a polt- 
in which a candidate for 
|}the presidential nomination was kick- 
jing up much patriotic dust.

Mexico, United 
iStates troops were massing, crossing 
and recrossing the Rio Grande, in search 
‘of a lone bandit.

Aside from the literary value of Mrs. 
Harris’ article, her fearlessness in de- 
scribing the convention and the activi- 
as she saw both, her wit and her 
humor, the article has great value in 
that she so well sums up the great use- 
fulness of the federation, and is the 
first writer about the biennial who 
wives any idea of the tremendous 
amount of work being done Dy the 
federated club women. 

She justly critioises the superficial 
viewpoint of the press in reporting the 
biennial when she writes: 

“No adequate notice was taken ofthe 
real work accomplished by this unit. 
The press gave space to the social 
functions, to an incidental fashion ex- 
hibit; and efforts were made to inter- 
pret feminine politics from the humor- 
ous standpoint. But the record of what 
these women have actually accomplish- 
ed in the past two years was scarcely 
mentioned. 

“The explanation is: First, women 
are not yet recognized as the other 
unit. It is a sort of outrage to mascu- 
line sensibility for men to think of 
women ag they do of men—as an or- 
ganized energy in this’ civilization 
They think of them one at a time. 
They love them one at a time. They 
will not divorce them from their 
charms and their weaknesses. They 
are willing to raise a statue to one 
Joan of Arc; but when it comes to 
twenty thousand of them, that is an- 
other matter, a_ sort of rebellion 
against the order of things to which 
they are either consciously or uncon- 
sciously antagonistic. 

“In the second place, the work ac- 
complished by this other unit is home- 
ly, phakammervice to plain people. It is 
the domestic drudgery of this nation. 
Men are not and never have been in- 
terested in domestic drudgery, whether 
it is in their own homes or in the na- 
tion. Their instinct is to clear out and 
leave the women to do it. 
ports from the various states during 
this convention show how much of it 
the women are doing. 

“The federations of the northern and 
western states are actively engaged in 
teaching foreign-born children and 
their parents the American standards 
of life, sanitation and domestic eco- 
nomics. The Nebraska women have a 
portable school, which they send to 
communities in need of it. The Dakota 
women have concentrated upon efforts 
to lighten the drudgery of farmers’ 
wives. Seven thousand women in Ok- 
lahoma are educating teachers. They 
sent- thirty-eight into the schools of 
that state last year. The Arkansas 
women have organized eleven thousand

“The women of Nevada admitted 
that they specialize on the men of Ne- 
vada. We were not informed of how 
they did this, or for what purpose, fur- 
ther than the effort to keep the men 
at home. It ssems that the male citl- 
zens of that state have a maverick in- 
stinct for roving in other states, and 
must be called home by wire when it 
is time to vote. 

“The New England clubs are engaged 
in every kind of service by which the 
immigrant is protected as an immi- 
grant, and by which he is developed in- 
to an American citizen. The New Hamp- 
shire clubs have a fund for educating 
teachers, who, instead of returning the 
money spent, pledge themselves te 
teach for two years among immigrants 
or in rural communities. Tlése east- 
ern women are giving their time, their 
influence, and freely of their means, to 
the tratning and education of this vast 
spelling class in citizenship. 

“The club women of Louisiana, 
gia and Alabama are working for com- 
pulsory education laws. They have 
canning clubs and teachers of domes- 
tic economics and sanitation in rural 
communities. Twenty thousand. club 
women itn Texas are working for good 
roads. They have built rural club 
houses, established markets for farm 
women, offered prizes for the best-con- 
ducted rural schools.

Permissive Kindergarten Bill | 


For years the federated club women of Georgia have been endeavoring 
to impress upon the legislature the importance of the bill permitting kinder- 


garten being taught in the public schools. 
. counties after it has received the indorsement of the state. 


That the bill has 


‘failed to pass up to this time must be attributed to the fact that with many the 
kindergarten is still a novelty, and information regarding it is much needed. 
The growth of the kindergarten, since Froebel started the movement in 


Germany in 1840, has been rapid, and its influence far-reaching. 


Its develop- 


ment, in its present achievements, in its promise, and especially in its ten- 
dency to infuse its spirit into every department of learning, is being rec6dg- 
nized as the most important educational departure of the past hundred years. 
Thousands of mothers and would-be kindergartners are inquiring what the 
kindergarten is and what are the great things it promises to do. 

Friedrich Froebel, a German educator and philosopher, started the first 


kindergarten. 


A childless man himself, 


he possessed the ideal spirit of 


parenthood, and his motto, “Come, let us live with the children,” is the key- 


note to his life work. 


Soon after the first kindergarten was opened Froebel 


organized a training school to teach young women how to work out his ideas 
Thus he began early to educate a corps of helpers, 
but his chief reliance for sympathetic assistance was always on the mother 
herself. He is very intimate and tender in his advice to the mother, endeavor- 
ing to have her rise above the conception of mere anima! development in her 
child, and grasp the thought that an immortal soul is entrusted to her keeping. 


‘in the care of children. 


These are some of Froebel’s words to the mother: 


“The task of your 


life is before you; and it is to rear your child as one who is, and is to be, a 


child of God.” 


The German word, kindergarten, means, literally translated, children- 


garten, i. e. 


, a place where the best conditions are provided for the natural 
and complete development of children. 


Tbe kindergarten is not a school, and those who have the care of the 


children are not teachers but kindergartners. 


The natural activity and love 


of play in the children are rather encouraged than repressed; but this self- 
act:vity is directed in such a way that the children are unconsciously forming 
habits of body and mind which are the foundations of education. 

The true kindergarten is a place where the child finds play recognized 
and exalted. The individual preterences and dispositions of all are respected, 
every good impulse is strengthened and every bad one thwarted as much as 
possible, and an atmosphere of love and mutual helpfulness continually sur- 


rounds the children. 


It is play with a new meaning. 


Especial care is taken to guard against the growth of selfishness in the 
child. His play, directed so that it produces some of the results of work, is 


used to enable him to bring pleasure to the hearts of others. 


The little ar- 


ticles he is taught to make are for presents’ for his home friends or kinder- 


garten mates, rather than for himself. 


The true purpose of the kindergarten is to inspire the individual mind 
. with two master passions, one for knowledge and the other for the beautifu! 


and true. 


himself, from which observation and thought comes the desire to do. 


The first of these leads the young child to observe and think for 


The 


second of these sentiments cultivates the heart and prepares the child for the 
enjoyment of the higher pleasures of life. 

It is no less the duty of the kindergartner to see that the activities of the 
child’s body are allowed their full and proper play? To this end Froebel in- 
troduced, at the very start, the exercises connected with his gifts, occupations 


and games. 


While these all have a deep significance entirely apart from 


their effect on the body, they are admirably adapted to give the growing 

limbs und toughening muscles of the children just the work they most need. 
In the crowded districts of a city it is a blessed work to gather the little 

ones into the kindergarten, wash and clothe them, feed them and smile upon 


them, and in a hundred ways show them a glimpse of a better life. 


The real 


kindergartners work is to take these children, and the children of the other 
classes in society as well, and teach all of them the first steps in a noble, 


useful life. 


The spirit of the kindergarten is permeating all departments of learning, 
and the claim is fairly made that it is mainly responsible for the modern 


furore in child study. 


A great many intelligent mothers have learned more 


or less about kindergarten ways and are adopting them with their young 


children. 


The next step is the kindergarten itself, and then the primary 


school which is now so dominated by the new spirit that its atmosphere is 


completely changed. 


The same principles are influencing the higher grades in many 


ways. 


Humanity is not treated so much in the lump as it was before the kinder- 


garten taught the schools the value of work for each separate member. 


Now 


pupils are considered more as individuals than as classes, and all the teach- 
ing shows a regard for each one’s ability and fitness for particular work. 


So the kindergarten 


is conferring an 


incalculable blessing upon the 


schools as well as the mothers of the land, none the less valuable because it 


has not yet been fully appreciated by the fathers. 


If the representatives from 


the homes of the state who are to pass upon this permissive kindergarten bill 
will investigate and fairly judge the kindergarten by its results there can-be 


t0 Opposition. 


Let the fathers as well as the mothers say: 


“Dear baby, again look into my eyes, 
While I look into thine; 

Together we'll spell life’s lesson out: 
Thy faith shall still teach mine. 


“All that thy clinging, helpless love 
Has told me I shoula be— 

All that thy fond hope prophesies— 
I'll strive to be for thee. 


“For the faith of thy innocent eyes forecasts 
A larger faith than thine; 

And as thou drawest life from me, 
I draw from the life divine.”

When, in 1732, James Edward Oglethorpe 
sailed from England to establish the 
ony, later called Georgia, his good ship 
“Ann,” without doubt. flew the flag of 
Great Britain, called the “Meteor Flag’ of 
England. This was a red ensign with the 
symbol of the union of England and Scot- 
land in the blue canton, which flag was 
adopted by Great Britain for herself and 
her colonies, in 1707 -twenty-five years be- 
fore the colonizing of Georgia- and con- 
tinued to be the national! standard of Fing- 
land until 1801, more than sixty years 
after Oglethorpe satied 

The “Meteor Flag” 
flag of England until 1801. wae 
the official flag of the Ameriean 
from 1707 to 1776, when they 
themselves independent, and, ~ 
relves, adopted the -Continental 
Cambridge flag, in 1776. this betne the 
official flag of the colonies for one vear 
until the birth of the “Stars and Stripes’ 

It is worthy of note that this Conti- 
nental Union or Cambridge flag was the 
“Meteor Flag."’ with six white stripes sep- 
arating the red field, making thirteen a}l- 
ternate red and white stripes, with the 
union of England and Scotland the blue 
vanton. 

Since Georgia was the youngest of the 
colonies, being founded only forty-twe vears 
before the American revolution, and a ¢a- 
verite of the crown besides, and, further, 
si.ce there is no authentic record of any 
other flag in her colonial history, it ap- 
peared that the “Meteor Flag’ remained her 
colors until 1776, a period of more than 
forty years.

WIVES AND WIDOWS 


The following circular is being sent 
out in the interest of the move to 
establish a national sanitarium for 
veterans and their wives and widows: 
How to Reduce Taxation and Aid the Vet- 

erans and Widows. 

To the men of the sixties the care and 
support of their fast falling comrades is or 
should be the first duty of their lives. Each 
year the ‘silent tents’ are multiplying 
with lamentable swiftness. How to soothe 
the last days of our heroes and heroines, 
making them as comfortable as possibie, is 
the burning problem of the hour. Can i 
be done? It can. How? First: By estab- 
lishing a rational sanitarium. By whom? 
The United States congress. For whom? 
The veterans and the wives and widows of 
veterans of both the men who wore the 
gray and wore the blue, who have made 
the south their home. ; 

This sanitarium to be located where a 
board of managers, appointed by the United 
States may deem best and be supported 
by an appropriation from congress of $300,- 
000, or as much thereof as may be neces- 
sary to be immediately available as soon 
as the bill becomes a law.

This announce- 
ment was received with long, continuous ap- 
plause, when on motion it was unanimousiy 
resolved that this meeting adopt the flag, 
and its position as their act, evincive 
their determination in the present crisis.”’ 

A lone star flag went with a 

company to Texas in the Mexican 
When Colonel Willilard Ward, of 
the officer in command of this company, 
was ready to leave Georgia for Texas ‘a 
lady of Crawford county designed and pre- 
sented to the company “a flag 
white silk, bearing a lone star of 
points. One side was a motto in Latin, the 
transiation meaning, “‘Where liberty dwells, 
there's our country.” This flag was used 
by Colonel Ward during the Mexican war 
and his men called it the ‘Flag of the lone 
star.” It is said that this was the origin 
of the flag adopted as the legal emblem of 
Texas, 
Some five or six days after the passage 
the secession ordinance Genera! Lachlan 
Mctntosh took possession of the custom 
house in Savannah in the name of the 
state and raised over it.a flag entirely dtf- 
ferent from these other two. It was de. 
scribed as a flag of neat design, bearing 
the coat of arims of the state, surmounted 
by six stars—the number of seceded states. 
Over the whole was an eye. The flag was 
white with all the stars deep red save 
Georgia, which was blue. 

After the war between the states was 
ended the history of our flag is involved 
in obscurity. It seems to have fallen al- 
most entirely into disuse at one time. No 
state flag could be bought in Georgia. The 
only places in which they were manufac- 
tured were outside the state, and a very 
few of Georgia's citizens have been able to 
describe the flag. 

' Law Requiring Fiag’s Use. 

During Governor Candler’s administra- 
tion it was found that some of the atate 
troops were parading under the United 
States flag alone. Since that time the 
flag has been popularized and made fa- 
miliar te the people through the work of 
eur patriotic associations,, notably the 
Daughters of the American Revolution. In 
1905 the legislature passed a law requiring 
that all Georgia troops should hereafter use 
the state flag as well as the national. The 
act creating the state flag reads as fo}- 
lows: 

“The flag of the state of Georgia shall 
ve vertical band of blue next to the flag- 
staff and occupying one-third of the entire 
flag.

As if to press its last claim before a judge 
already sated with meaningless picture-rhet- 
orice.’ the good old honest spoken drama 
which, as long as there has been a stage, 
has had to fight for its very existence and 
progress—put forth a list of plays and pro- 
ductions of such merit as not to be denied.

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America Seeks to Save 
Syria From Starving 


—— 


Washington, July 22.—That Syria has 
been unable to feed its own Christian pop- 
ulation and at the same time satisfy the 
military authorities’ extraordinary demands 
for supplies, is not surprising to those fa- 
millar with the primitive agricultural meth- 
ods of the Holy Land. Concerning the man- 
ner in which crops are raised in this section 
of the Near East, where 50,000 people are re- 
ported to have perished already and where 
the entire Christian population seems doomed 
unless America’s representatives to the Turk- 
ish government are heeded, John D. Whit- 
ing presents a graphic picture in a communi- 
cation to the Nationa] Geographic 
Mr. Whiting says: 
“In the mountain districts the farm land 
is usually owned by peasant proprietors, each 
man’s property being composed of various 
small pieces Scattered about near the vil- 
lage in which he lives. The raising of olives, 
Srapes and many other fruits is the leading 
occupation, but almost every farmer grows 
some grain. 
“Down on the plains larger fields exist 
and cereals are largely planted. The land 
of a given village frequently owned in 
common by the villagers and a division of 
it takes place every alternate year, and is 
Sq arranged that every man gets portions of 
the good as well as of less desirable 
land. 
“Fences, in the western sense of the word, 
unknown. In the mountainous country 
lands are inclosed by loose stone walls, still 
called by the ancient Hebrew name, ‘jedar,’ 
and on the plains by thorn hedges. When 
the open fields are owned by individuals, the 
boundary lines are indicated by deep fur- 
rows, in which at intervals stones are laid ag 
‘landmarks.’ It therefore, readily seen 
how easily these boundaries could be changed 
by an avaricious neighbor, undeterred by the 
Mosaic warning, ‘Cursed be he that removeth 
his neighbor's landmark.’ 
Plows Used Are Crude Affairs. 

“Rain begins to fall about November (av- 
erage annual rainfall years about

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How an Interesting Discovery 
by the United States 
Fisheries Bureau Has Given 
a Sensational Impetus to 
Millinery Enterprises. 
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Plant-Like Animals Frequently Suitable for Hat Decoration, 


By Rene Bache 


ND now, dear madam, how about a few jelly-fishes for your 
summer hat? Or perhaps for your autumn headgear? They 
are to be the mode. : 

Sounds Jike a joke, of course; but it isn’t anything of the 
kind. If you are not inclined to take it sertously, write a line to the 
United States government fisheries bureau, and ask. 

The fisheries bureau (at Washington) does not ordinarily concern 
ftself with millinery matters. But here fs an exceptional case. By 
merest accident it has come across an immense quantity of millinery 
suppltfes, of a kind highly esteemed in the trade, fn Chesapeake bay. 

For several years past the big wholesale millinery houses in New 
York, Baltimore, and other cities have been importing from Germany a 
sort of green stuff commonly called “sea moss,” very pretty in itself, 
and suitable for trimming hats, especially in combination with artificial 
flowers. They have brought it over by hundreds of tons annually. 


The European war stopped these imports. And now the fisheries 
bureau has ascertained that there wus never any good reason for gat- 
ting the stuff from abroad, because it is vastly more plentiful along our 
own sea coast than in European waters, and (what is more important) 
the American praduct is far superior 

But what, ft will be asked, has this to do with jelly-fishes? The 
answer is: Everything in the world. For the material in question is 
vot really sea moss at all. It is nota plant. It is an animal—or, more 
accurately speaking, colonies of animals. As it grows in the water, it 
leaks like a plant. It develops buds—such being its method of repro- 
duction The buds, when “ripe,” drop off and proceed to shift for 
themselves. They are little jelly-fishes 

\ Everybody who visits the seashore in the summer time is familar 
with jelly-fishes. They are among the most curtously interesting of 
animals They contain more water in proportion to their bulk than 
any other living creatures. In fact, they are 99 per cent. sea-water. If 
placed on a fresh sheet of blotting paper, or any other clean surface, 
and left for a few hours, hardly a trace of the jelly-fish will remain. 
Nothing but a slight stain. “Animated sea-water’ is the jelly-fish—to 
quote an eminent naturalist. 

For some years past the fisheries bureau has been making a study 
of the jelly-fish “plant” in our own waters. It has found the &tuff in 
immense “beds” all along the Atlantic coast from Maine to Florida— 
everywhere of a quality superior to the imported article. But it was 
only the other day that one of its exploring steamers, the Fish Hawk, 
came upon an area of the Chesapeake bottom that yields, in quantity 
practically inexhaustible, i sal, that far surpasses in beauty any- 
thing of the kind hitherto knewn. 

Here, it would seem, is the destined source of supply for the Ameri- 
can millinery trade from this time on. That industry can draw upon it 
indefinitely, so long as fashion demands the material] for the decoration 
of hats The stuff is exquisite in its arborescent texture, and, when 
dried and dyed, is delicately soft and pliable. 

The recent studies made by the fisheries bureau have disclosed the 
fact that there are other species of “jelly-fish plants” which may be 
equally or even more useful. There is, for example, the plurmi- 

fera, or “plume-bearer,” the name

Most beautiful of all, however, is 
the “ostrich plume,” delfcate and 
elegant, which fs found plentifully 
along the Pacific coast. It is won- 
derfully like an ostrich feather, in 
miniature. Nobody seems cver to 
have thought of utilizing it in any 
way, yet for the adornment of hats 
(if suftably dried dnd dyed) it 
would be most valuable. 

The so-called “sea moss,” fmport- 
ed from Germany, has been laigely 
utilized for purposes other than the 
manufacture of millinery. It is 
used {fn quantities for hanging 
baskets, being “‘warranted” not to 
die or “lose fts natural color.” This 
is no idle or untruthful claim; for 
ft cannot die, inasmuch as it ts al- 
ready dead when imported, and 
belag dyed a “fast green,” {t cap

 eosenain is no substantial reason for the 
common belief that the bloodhound is a 
fierce animal, ready to tear to pteces the 
person whom it may be tracking. It is, on 
the contrary, rather noted for its gentle 
ness, even seeming timid, unless especially 
trained to attack. 

The origin of the breed, according to 
Count Le Couteulx de Canteleu, an autbor- 
ity on the subject, is from the St. Hubert of 
St. Hubert’s Abbey in the Ardennes. It 
dates from the earliest ages, and the breed 
certainly existed in the time of the Gauls. 

As regards the name “bloodhound,” the 
Count Le Couteulx believes that when fox 
hunting in something like its present form 
was instituted it was found that the sleuth- 
hound was not fast. enough for the purpose. 

The present foxhound was evolved from 
various materials, and about this time it 
became usual, in speaking of the old hound 
of the country, to call him the bloodhound, 
meaning the hound of pure blood—as might 
be said of a blooded horse—to distinguish 
him from the new hound or foxhound. 
There is only one breed of pure, genuine 
bloodhounds, and that is the English.

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“STOCKADE” TO PROTECT BEACHES FROM MAN-EATERS 


Annette Kellermann, Most 


Famous Woman Swimmer, Who Has Had Experience With Sharks in Many 


Waters, Proposes as Precaution the Introduction of Methods Employed in Her Native Australia 


Annette Kellermann, easily 
the leading woman swimmer 
of the world, learned Rer won- 
derful strokes within the shark- 
proof inclosures of the Austra- 
lian bathing beaches, which 
also guard the surf swimmers 
against the fatal undertow. In 
a scene of “Neptune’s Daugh- 
ter,” the film play taken on and 
in the waters of Bermuda, Miss 
Kellermann has been observed: 
by millions of people feeding 
the man-eating “groupers,” and 
in this article she describes an 
exciting shark-hunt in the 
West Indies, which she fol- 
lowed in her motorboat. The 
truth of her declaration that 
the freedom of movement of 
swimmers at the Australian 
bathing beaches and the enjoy- 
able force of the surf are in no 
wise impeded by inclosing 
them with close-set lines of 
telegraph poles, thus shutting 
off all danger of sharks and of 
the undertow, is evidenced by 
the fact that Australia’s surf 
swimmers are the strongest in 
the world. The advice of this 
famous wOman swimmer 


should be weighed by the pro- 
prietor of every bathing beach 
on our coast.

Immediate steps must, be taken 
to safeguard surf bathers against 
sharks. Man-eating sharks have 
made their appearance along the 
Atlantic coast'and the country 
has already been shocked by a 
series of horrible incidents as the 
result of their appearance. Some- 
thing must be done or it will be 
unsafe to enter the waters and 
bathers will shun the seashore 
resorts. 

The old belief that sharks were 
strangers to the waters of the 
northern coast of the United 
States has been shattered. We 
have been told that sharks would 
not cross an imaginary line run- 
ning out from Brunswick, Ga. 
But: they did, and the nation has 
read the news with horror. 


PROTECT SWIMMERS 
AS IN AUSTRALIA. 

All along the coastline men are 
feverishly at work patrolling the 
waters in vain search fer the hid- 
den terror. Others are working 
day and night spreading a huge 
steel mesh across the waters out 
from the shore so as to guard the 
bathers against future attacks. 
All these attempts are not only 
useless but hopelessly inadequate, 
for neither will last any length of 
time. There is only one sure way 
to protect the swimmer against 
the unknown terror of the deep, 
and that is to do what we have 
done in Australia. Before telling 
vou of this, I think it better first 
to acquaint the reader with the 
so-called man-eating fish and the 
danger of its presence in these 
waters. 


HUNGRY SHARK WILL. 
ATTACK FEROCIOUSLY. 
There are three species of shark 
that, in my opinion, might have 
made these attacks. The first is 
what is called the hammer-head; 
this species, while it has never 
been proved to have attacked a 
human being, must not be 
trusted. The second is the blue 
shark, a dangerous enemy. The 
third and most ferocious is the 
white shark. This. one is the 
nearest approach to what we term 
‘ man-eater. 
This title is a little far-fetched. 
I will explain. . 
First of all, the shark, no mat- 
ter what species he belongs to, is 
at heart an arrant coward, and 
will fiee at the slightest disturb- 
ance; that is, if he is well fed. 
But if you should happen to 
meet that same shark when he is 
suffering the pangs of hunger you 
will find that instead of moving 
away he will attack with terrific 
ferocity, and nothing will *stop 
him from attaining his end. Be 
the object of his attack a human 
being or a log of wood, whatever 
his eyes see he will go for, and 
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at one gulp swallow a man or 
whatever the object may be. 
When you realize that some at- 


jtafn a length of 30 to 40 feet it 


can quickly be seen that this ef- 
fort is nothing extraordinary and 
can be accomplished with ease. 
No doubt there are many who say 
that it would be a hard matter to 
prove that the shark really at- 
tacks human beings, but let them 
remember that the shark only at- 
tacks when he is hungry. 

To my mind there is nothing 
remarkable about the appearance 
of sharks along the bathing 


shores. For vears they have beer 
seen, and even caught, along the 
coast from Maine to Florida, and. 
I dare say that many a fisherman, 
if asked, could tell tales of “bites” 
that tore the stout cords of troll- 
ing lines from their fastenings, 
and of monsters who had torn to 
shreds the huge fishing nets. The 
presence of sharks so near the 
shores may be caused by the fall- 
ing off of steamship travel. For, 
as every one knows, the hundreds 
of ships passing to and fro throw 
overboard a large amount of ref- 
use that serves as food to the 
smaller fishes, which causes them 
to breed in larke numbers, and 
also keeps them well fed, thereby 
providing an ample supply of 
food for the larger fishes whe 
feed on these smaller ones.

Thus the falling off of the 
fishes caused the larger ones to 
leave their accustomed haunts 
and enter new fields near the 
shores. 

Another reason is this, that, as 
we all know, many warships are 
now in southern waters, and nat- 
urally there is .a tremendous 
amount of target practice go- 
ing on. This may have driven 
the larger fishes into the middle 
of the Gulf Stream, and carried 
them away from their home wa- 
ters and up to these northern 
waters, where they are now starv- 
ing. Of course, this is only a 
supposition; still the fact re- 


mains, and that is that there is 


only one thing that is causing 
them to approach the shores, and 
that is hunger. 
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HARPOONED SHARK CAUGHT WITH HORSE BAIT. 


While in Jamaica for Mr. Fox I 
saw many sharks. Kingston Har- 
bor, in Jamaica, is full of them, 
and one can see them quite plain- 
ly swimming about the ships at 
anchor. Of course, there are 
tales in abundance of men who 


were eaten by these sharks; still, 


I never receiv@d conclusive proof 
of that fact. 

However, I will tell you of my 
experience with a shark. 

We found out one day that a 
school of sharks were in the 
neighborhood, and immediately a | 
shark hunt was organized. With 
a dead horse as “bait” we set out 
one fine morning. Arriving at the 
spot where they had been seen, 
our hunters (natives) set the 
“bait,’ and we waited  breath- 
lessly for signs of thé sharks’ ap- 
pearance. They soon came, not 
one, but a half dozen. As they 
caught the scent—I might say 
that their sense of smell is mar- 
velous—we could see them ap- 
proaching on a zigzag course re- 
sembling in every way a-sub- 
merged submarine with only the 
periscope showing, their fins cut- 
ting the water like huge Knives. In 
a very short time they were lung- 
ing at the body of the dead horse 
in a clumsy manner and tearing 
off huge lumps, The sight filled 
me with horror. I shuddered, for 
before me I saw conclusive proof 
that sharks do attack other crea- 
tures when hungry.

of the presence of the hunters, and 
continued to gash the horse. 

Then, as a particularly ugly 
brute made his dive, the harpoon 
whizzed through the intervening 
space and_ struck the_ shark 
straight in the middle of its 
bulk. 

The line fairly sang as it flew 
out of the boat. With a jerk, as. 
the line tied to the end of the har- 
poon embedded in the shark, 
which by now was tearing madly 
around, grew taut, the boat con- 
taining the-hunters started to 
move about the harbor. 

We followed in our motorboat. 
For two hours that shark pulled 
that little canoe up and down the 
harbor, threatening time after

time to overturn it as the shark 
changed its course. 

One hour after that we had 
landed him. He measured 11 feet 
over all. 


AUSTRALIAN METHOD 
TO PROTECT BATHERS. 

I will now take you to Austra- 
lia, where I was born. ‘There, 
too, the shark is well known, per- 
haps better than any other place 
in the world. From the time a 
child is able to understand things 
the fear of the shark is forcibly 
impressed upon the mind, The 
shark to an Australian child occu- 
pies the same position as the 
bogey man does to American chil-

tralian waters has never been un- 
derestimated, and a plan was per- 
fected years ago to bring about 
absolute safety to the bather with- 
out interfering in any wav what- 
soever with his development as a 
swimmer. While it is true that 
every beach is, in a way, a con- 
fined space, it in no way serves as 
a detriment to the swimmer; on 
the contrary, Australia occupies 
first place in the development of 
swimmers. There no other} 
country in the world that can 
boast of a greater number of good 
swimmers in proportion to size 
and population. In fact, nine out 
of every ten persons know how 
to swim well. 

_ The method used in Australia 
to protect the bathers from 
sharks is a unique one, albeit sim- 
ple and thoroughly reliable. The 
inclosure is made by driving a 
number of telegraph poles into 
the ground ; the line of poles leads 
out into the water in a semi-circle, 
the farthest point out being about 
200 yards. Then the line of poles 
slopes in until the shore is again 


iS 


t reached. The poles are set about 


one-half foot apart. 


KEEP YOUR EYE ON 
FINS AT ALL TIMES. 

This arrangement in no way in- 
terferes with the movement of the 
water and the surf breaks with 
the same force. Not only are the 
bathers safe from the attack of 
sharks, but the danger of being 
carried out to sea by the under- 
tow is obliterated altogether, and 
no such accident “as occurred at 
the seashore some time ago” can 
happen there. . 

If ever you should find vourself 
in the water and a shark near you 
WATCH ITS EVERY MOVE, 
meanwhile swimming to safety. 
With strong strokes lash the wa- 
ter, if possible, for it may keep off 
the shark. 

KEEP YOUR EYE ON THE 
FINS AT ALL TIMES. You 
can always see them. 

If, however, you notice the 
shark is still following you, keep 
on slowly, for it‘is preparing to 
attack you, and just as soon as 
you see the fins disappear under 
the water, watch and judge the 
direction the shark has taken, for 
it has swooped down. deep and 
will come up for you at full speed.

AMONG MAN-EATERS 

IN BERMUDA WATERS. 

Betore closing my article I wish 
to tell you of an experience with 
a man-eating fish I had while in 
Bermuda. ‘Those who have seen 
me in “Neptune’s Daughter” in 
the scene where I am feeding the 
fishes will alsO have seen man- 
eaters, for that is exactly what 
they were. Thev have been 
known to tear the clothes off a 
man who by accident slid into the 
pool and was rescued in the nick 
of time. These “groupers,” 4s 
they are called, are confined in a 
natural basin, from which there is 
no escape. They have the tenac- 
ity of the Boston bull, and many 
times we have lifted them clear 
of the water by means of a stout 
rope to which a small piece of 
meat had been attached. 

From our position on the 
bridge immediately above we 
could see them, as they tried des- 
perately to sever the meat from 
the line; then as we drew a 
“grouper” up on a level with the 
floor of the bridge he would let 
go and drop back into the water 
and glare at us with baleful eyes. 


PRECAUTION AGAINST 
SHARK AND UNDERTOW. 


Precautions should be taken to 
protect the bather after the Aus- 
tralian fashion. It would not cost 
much to install the poles and 
little to keep them in repair Let 
the warning. of the recent deaths 
be of sufficient strength to bring 
about a movement to provide 
ample protection to bathers, both 
against man-eating fish and the 
peril of the undertow. 

Don’t let the idea drop and hope 
for better luck, for the harm has 
been done, and the man-eating: 
sharks will hover about the spot. 
We will be Subjected to a reign of 
terror that will cause the public to 
shun the beaches and bring ruin 
to the bathing house owners.

After her remarkable tennis career 
in the United States, in which she 
has earned nearly every woman's 
title of importance, Miss Bjurstedt 
turned author and in a book entitled, 
“Tennis for Women,” from which the 
following excerpt is taken, tells sim- 
ply and from her own experience, 
the points every woman should know 
about the game. 

“Nearly every girl or woman will 
be nelped by playing tennis,” says 
Miss Bjurstedt. “Strength, quickness, 
srace, agility and general good 
health are the rewards. Tennis 
keeps the player in the open air 
amid the most healthful surround- 
ings; you have to move quickly, vour 
hand and your foot must obev vour 
mind and vou are forced to forget 
poses and all that unnatural sort of 
thing. 

“Tennis is not too violent. A weak 
woman may adapt her game to the 
limits of her physique: she will play 
a gentle game until more strength 
permits her to play harder and 
faster. 

“Tennis is not for the girl who 
wants a milk-white face covered 
with paint and powder; if that is the 
ideal of feminine beauty, tennis and 
every other outdoor game must be 
avoided. But I think a coat. of tan 
and a freckle or two are ve Da [ 
have no p3tience with the languish- 
ing, made-up beauty; she is not 
much more human than a dress 
maker’s dummy, 

“Play tennis if you wish a lithe, 
slim figure, a clear, healthy complex- 
fon, and a co-ordinated body and 
brain. 

“The points in the woman’s game 
are: (1) Accuracy in placement; (2) 
the development of the driving, base.

“The size of the grip is very im- 
portant: you can never learn to play 
nnless you have an entirely com- 
fortable handle. A grip of 5% inches 
is the usual size. A firm grip can- 
not be had unless the handle is dry 
during play. If your hands perspire, 
wind the handle with tape. 

“Several wiys of holding the 
racquet are in vogue: I think the 
‘American’ way is the best. It is 
as follows: 

“Grasp the racquet at the very 
end, resting the butt against the 
base of the palm. To get the proper 


leverage and freedom it is necessary 
to take the racquet at the very end. 

“Having learned the grip, you will 
be ready to take up the strokes of 
tennis. 

“A stroke in fennis is a blending 
of the whole weight and force of the 
hody. The arm and the racquet are 
merely the meains.of communicat- 
ing this force to the ball. You do not 
hit the ball with the strength of the 
arm; in a well-executed drive you 
will not use much of the arm. You 
will rather lean against the ball with 
your racquet. This stroke involves 
the right movement of the feet and 
of the body, as well as the true, firm 
swing and follow through of. the 
racquet. 

“Keep your eye on the ball! No 
stroke can be well or accurately 
made unless you have your eye glued 
{to the ball from the very moment it 
leaves your opponent’s racquet. 

“Strokes are divided broadly into 
ground strokes, in which the ball is 
hit after it has bounced, and volley 
strokes, where the ball is hit before

it has touched the ground. These 
are again divided into forehand and 
backhand strokes. The forehand 
strokes are those hit on the right, 


Mrs. Dick (formerly Mrs. John’ 
Jacob Astor). 
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while the backhand 
strokes are hit on the 
left of a right-handed 
player. 

“A ‘drive’ isa ground 
stroke hit low over 
the net. It should have 
speed. A ‘lob’ is a 
ground stroke hit high 
into the air to bound 
in the back of the 
court. It may also be 
made on the volley, 
but it is rarely so 
made. The ‘service’ is 
the stroke which starts the ball into 
play. The ‘smash’ is a very hard 
volley to ‘kill’ the ball for an ‘ace,’ 
or unreturnable ball. The ‘half- 
volley’ is a pick-up of the bal! as it 
touches the ground and is more of 
a ground stroke than a volley. The 
‘chop’ is a ball hit with a back-spin 
that drops almost dead as it touches 
the ground. The ‘cut ball’ is a ball 
with a twist which causes it to 
bounce off at an gngle. 

“The drives—forehand and back- 
hand— are easily the most impor- 
tant strokes in tennis. Youn may 
learn any number of trick plays, you 
may have a splendid service, but if 
you cannot drive hard and accurate- 
ly, you will never be a real tennis 
player. The drive is the foundation 
of the woman's game of tennis. You 
can be a first-class player knowing 
‘only the two drives. 

“The principles of both drives @re 
identical They are both made by 


facing the line of the flight of the 
ball—thkat is, standing with one's 
side to the net—with the weight of 
the body resting on the foot farthest 
uway from the oncoming ball. Then 
the bal] if taken with a long sweep 
of the racquet; the body going for- 
ward with the racquet so that, at 
the time of impact with the ball the 
weight of the body is added to the 
force of the racquet. The finish finds 
one on the foot opposite to that on 
which the stroke began. 

' “The ball should be taken in the 
centre of the face of the racquet, 
where the elasticity is greatest. The 


" racquet should be nearly horizontal 


and gives you a far bet- 
ter chance for a sizzling 
return to a corner. 

“What is accuracy? If 
you can come within a 
foot of anv given point at 
the back of the court, 
either on the side lines 

or the base line, you are accurate. 

“After accuracy, go in for speed: 
the harder you can drive, the more 
points vou will win. Speed is essen- 
tial if vou dre going to place a re- 
turn where an active opponent will 
not reach it. The whole idea of ten- 
nis is to send the ball quickly to a 
given point. O®viously. you will 
select the shortest route to. that 
roint and propel the ball with al! 
possible speed. 

“When serving, stand in the mid- 
dle of the court back of the base 
line. Be careful net to cross the line 
on deliverv or voy will have a foot- 
fault called on you. 

“It is usually well to start serving 
to vour opponent's backhand, for most 
girls have weak backhands. Be careful! 
that your position before delivery 
does not betray the destination of 
the ball. Some girls tell you by their 
movements exactly where the next 
service is coming. An _ occasional 
variation of speed and length is de. 
sirable, but be wary of the slow ball 
against a good opponent: she will do 
as she likes with it and probably 
score. 

“Once you have served, do not let 
your impetus take you into the court 
unless you-are playing the net game 
Stand behind the base line to await 
the return, with your eye always on 
the ball. Then return as the play 
warrants. 

“Provided the tennis costume is 
light and free, the choice may roam 
through a hundred stvles and wmateri- 
ais, One’ may dress very sensibly

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A Comparison of the Old Style Prison 


By Allen Sinsheimer 


OU may think that you know 
all you want to know about 
prisons. You may believe crim- 
inals should be fearfully punished, 
suffer many horrors and should be 
denied privileges. 
You may be certain that convicts, 
reasonably’ fed, 
would be 


decently treated, 
granted some privileges, 
eager to commit more crime, willing 
to risk prison again, filled with con- 


tempt for society. 

I should like to change your view, 
if you feel that way. 

You will not waste your time if 
you will observe two prisons, one of 
which I shall call Usual prison, at 
Typical City, and Indiana state pris- 
on, at Michigan City. Think of the 
men confined there, why they came 
and how they leave. Think of how 
15th century notions have lingered 
into the 20th century, and think of 
this earth's progress which is sure 
but slow, very slow indeed. 

At Usual prison a surly keeper 
opens the gate. His blazing temper 
toward a passing convict foretells 
the seared souls to be found within. 

A new arrival is brought to the re- 
ceiving room where he is registered, 
given a bath and a suit of prison 
clothes. The clothing is sometimes 
new, More often old, and is frequent- 
ly just off the back of a recently re 
leased convict. It may be ragged, it 
can be a carrier of insects, and it 
may be laden with disease germs. 
Often the prison is crowded and 
there are not enough jackets or 
stockings for all the inmates. 


Horrors of “Usual Prison.” 
The new arrival is assigned to a 


guard, cell and workshop. He may 
be a physical weakling, but that does 
not enter into consideration. He will 
fined himself at work in the stone 
quarry, broom shop, floor scrubbing 
brigade or ice-cutting crew, depend- 
ing on the vacancies or his influence. 

The guard orders him to fall in 
line and he marches to his cell, which 
is 3% feet wide, 6 feet high and. 6 
feet jong. It is equipped with either 
one or two wall bunks, a bucket, tin 
cup and sometimes holds two in- 
mates besides other forms of life. 
The cellmate may be a degenerate, 
a “dope fiend” or an epileptic, in ad- 
dition to being a pickpocket, burglar, 
murderer or forger. 

The. cell has neither a lavatory, 
wash basin, gas or electric light or 
ventilation. When the two men are 
in their cell with the bunks ready 
for occupancy there is no room to 
stand or sit—and it is impossible to 
be in the cell and let the bunks down 
from the wall at the same time. On 
Saturday, at noon, the men retire to 
their cells and stay there until Mon- 
day morning except for church ser- 
vices and bucket cleaning on Sunday 
morning. Often a holiday falls on 
Monday: and the men stay in until 
Tuesday. 

The tin cup standing between the 
bars of the cel) door is for the use of 
both inmates. One may be diseased, 
but that passes unnoticed. 

The kitchen is a few steps away. 
Its odor is uninviting, even revolting. 
The watery soup and bread is dealt 
out to each prisoner, who goes to his 
cell to eat. The meals are difficult 
to swallow, but there is a wait of 15 
hours, from 4 o'clock in the after-

noon to 7 o'clock in the morning, and 
hunger makes them palatable. 

At the workshop are dingy rooms 
where the men are closely herded 
into groups, working when the guard 


watches, slacking when he moves 
away. Often the prisoners must stay 
in their cells because of lack of work 
for all.

mits an infraction of the rules he 
may be made to kneel for two hours 
on his bare knees against a cement 
floor, or he may be sent to a Solitary 
cell known us the “cooler” or the 
“hole,” a room like a clothes closet 
without windows, furniture, or water 
and with a cement floor, a solid door 
and darkness. There is no bed and 
the unfortunate man, who is sent 
there in his underclothing, must sleep 
on the floor. 

The guard displays the unruly prts- 
oner to the visitor by opening a peek- 
hole and with an electric flashlight 
reveals a being with tousled hair, wild 
eyes and savage expression. Some- 
times the prisoner begs pitifuily to 
be released, but he must serve his 
full sentence of three days on bread 
and water. 


Dining Room Set for Dinner. 
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When a convict has served his 
time he is called to the receiving 
room, where he is given his clothing 
a five-dollar bill and his paper of dis- 
charge. He leaves with little money, 
no work, an excellent education in 
crime—and a blasted reputation. 

That is how Usual prison operates

trances are spotless, quiet 
derly. 

In the warden’s office are numer- 
ous charts stating the exact number 
of inmates, the new arrivals, the 
‘auses for the convictions, the de- 
nominations, nationalities, parentage 
and industrial ability of* the  pris- 
oners, and the precise cost of each 
food per man for the institution. The 
warder.can turn to his chart and at 
a glance tel] a visitor that roast beef 
costs 11-5 cents per man or that 
bread costs one-quarter of a cent per 
man, depending upon the number of 
inmates. The cost at present of feed- 
ing each of the 1200 prisoners three 
meals daily is 11% cents a day. 

4 double gate system separates the 
offices from the cellhouse, The gates 
are enameled in white, the guards 
are ex-army men clad in semi-army 
uniforms. They are courteous, effi- 
cient and patient. 

The cellhouses are white, light, 
Sanitary and well ventilated. Each 
cell is 7 feet high, 9 feet wide and 10 
feet deep, and contains an iron, white 
enameled bed with mattress and 
spring, complete lavatory, rocking 
chair, library catalog, electric lights, 
running water and but one tenant at 
a time. 

Meals are served in a large dining 
room equipped with 14 lunch coun- 
ters, capable of seating 1500 men. 
Waiters in spotless white clothing 
stand at the end of each counter 
ready to serve gs many as five por- 
tions of bread, three helpings of soup 
and two orders of meat if the men 
desire it. 

The food is clean, well-cooked and 
inviting. Menus are submitted to the 
warden and approved by him four 
weeks in advance. They contain a 
sufficient variety and though not in 
any way luxuriant the meals are 
nourishing and tasty. 


No Odors. 

The kitchens, commissary depart- 
ment and bakery are odorless, dirt- 
less’and sanitary, while the mess 
hall mav be compared, for cleanll- 
ness, to the dining rooms of the 


finest hotels When the deputy was 
asked how such remarkable purity 
and lack of institutional odor is at- 
tained, he said: “We find sunshine 
and elbow grease to be the best ster- 
ilizers and disinfectants.” 

All workshops are well ventilated. 
The one in which binder twine is 
manufactured is built throughout of 
brick, steel and glass. 

A hospital, made of cement and 
stone quarried by the convicts, and 
embodying every modern idea suited 
to such an institution, is attached to 
the prison. Its patients are the in- 
sane, feeble-minded, epileptic and 
sick inmates, who are given separate 
rooms, excellent beds, foods and 
whatever else is essential. 

The warden, whose name is Ed- 
ward J. Fogarty, rules supreme in 
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School Room 
the prison. The guards, who are 
merely watchmen and drill masters, 
must secure the warden’s approval 
before disciplining or punishing any 
inmate. 

The mer have in their cells cards 
upon which they may place their 
name or number and which are then 
deposited in a box that the warden 
opens. After 7 o’clock in the even- 
ing those men who sent in cards are 
Called to the warden’s office and 
their complaints or suggestions are 
given attention. 

Work occupies eight hours of each 
day. The men are given a reison- 
able assignment. which must be com- 
pleted daily and for all work above 
their reguMar portion thev receive 
wages, which they may save or send 
to their families. Frequently the 
prisoners earn from $3 to $25 a 
month on extra work. 

Privileges Permitted. 

A weekly allowance of tobacco, pre- 
pared on the ground, two books. a 
moving picture show, an orchestral 
entertainment by the prison band, 
baseball, basket ball and church at- 
tendance are given to every man. 
Each cell contains a library cata- 
log and the prisoners indicate their 
selection on a slip which the libra- 
rian, also a convict, collects every 
Saturday night. The inmates are al- 
lowed to smoke in the cells after 5 
ocicck in the afternoon and may pass 
the nights by reading by the electric 
light and smoking their pipes. On 
Sundays they are allowed to walk in- 
side the prison walls. 

The prisoners are divided into two 
grades, first and second. The first- 
grade men wear blue uniforms, the 
second-grade wear checked suits. The 
first-grade men are those who ob- 
serve the rules of the prison and are 
entitled to all the privileges of to- 
bacco, picture shows, walks, baseball 
and so forth. The second-grade men 
have committed infractions of the 
rules and must temporarily be denied 
some or all of the privileges. None 
will willingly forego their tobacco al- 


lowance, and it ig seldom that any 


break the laws of the institution. 
The solitary cells stand vacant and 
have been tenantless for several 
years, for it has never beqn found 
necessary to proceed beyond the de- 
nial of privilege. 

The men have 20 minutes of daily 
military drill, which adds much to 
their bearing, and the practice 
coupled with the cheerful atmos- 
phere, the opportunity to earn mon- 
ey, steady habits of industry, fair 
treatment and cleanliness forces the 
mien to adopt a mein of confidence 
and an air of willingness and decen- 
cy that contrasts greatly with the

Fach man leaves with money that 
he has earned, if he has been saving, 
with at least two vears of strenuous 
discipline at hard work—probably 
the first two years of work for many 
—a position awaiting him and a bet- 
ter edueation if he attended the 
night school or used the library. He 
has further acquired a bearing from 
drill, been treated like a human be- 
ing in all respects and often secured 
medical attention that eliminated a 
disease or physical defect. 

Of a total number of 3800 paroles 
granted since December, 1897, 18 
have been revoked and 26 per cent. 
have committed violations. This 
means that 74 men in every hundred 
have lived an honest life after their 
release. 

At the Usual prison lack of effi- 
ciency causes inaccurate records, 
but it is estimated that 60 in every 
100 men are repeaters, who come 
back for their second, third and even 
fourth time.
